DEAD AT AUTO WHEEL. 


Buncon’s Machine Went On for Miles 
Before Friends Made Discovery.

MAOON, ‘Miss., Sept. 20.—When his wife 
Jeaned’ over his shoulder and playfully 

pulled the steering wheel of the automo- 
bile in which J. B. Buncon and a party of 
friends had been driving to-day, the car 
suddenly veered and wheeled into a cot- 
ton field. Then another member of the 
party brought it to a, stop. 

Bunton was dead. He was wearing a 
cap, which had been pulled well down 
over his eyes, and hts harids had never 
left the wheel. ‘The party hed been ariv- 
ing along a perfectly straight road, and to 
this fact is ascribed the delay in. djs- 
covering Buncon's condition.. When the 
car finally swerved he had been dead 
some time. 

Buncoh owned a large plantation near 
the State line. ‘The trip to-day. carried 
the party over into Alabama, and they 
were near the village of Panolaka when 
Buncon’s death was discovered. Willfam 
Owen, @ friend, occupied the front seat 
with: Mr; Buncon, while in the tonneau 
were Mrs. Buncon and her sister.

<The Silent Voter the Decisive

MONTREAL, Quebec, Sept. 20.—On the 
eve of the most momentous elections Can- 
}ada has ever held, with all the speech- 
making over and the breathing spell be- 
fore the votes are cast, men arte asking 
} each other: “ Which province will decide 
‘the result? ** 

It must be borne in mind that, although 
there are nine provinces in Canada, the 
majority of. the parliamentary constitu- 
encies are contained in two of them. hey 
of a total of 221 seats Quebec has 
five and Ontario eighty-six; leaving — 
enty divided among the remaining seven, 
These seven were held at the dissolution 
by 26 Conservatives and: 44 ‘Liberals.. Of 
the seven, the three maritime provin 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, and Prise, 
Edward, Island gave 9 Conservatives and 
26 Liberals, Assuming that there is & 
likelihood of their splitting between the 
two parties, the issue is stil] largely.un- 
affécted. The Western provinces at the 
dissolution gave 17 Conservatives and 18 
Liberals. 

Both parties are equally Confident of 
sweeping the West to-morrow, but if 
there is comparatively little ‘change in the 
ultimate representation, the issue still re- 
mains ‘undetermined. It all comes back 
to. Ontario and Quebec. A heavy turn- 
over in either province will divert the 
stream of power either to Mberalism 
Sania or to. the Conservatives after their 
long years of opposition. 

Perhaps the most interesting, and cer- 
tainly the most authoritative, estimate 
of the situation in Ontario is that given 
in The Montreal Star to-night by the 
Hon. C.. H. Mackintosh, formerly Liet- 
tenant. Guvernor of the Northwest Terri- 
tories and a politician of exceptional acu- 
men and ¢alm judgment, Mr, Mackin- 
tosh ‘has made a three weeks’ tour of 
Ontario ‘and has carried on a very ex- 
baustive investigation of the currents’ of 
Public opinion. He concludes. that - Mr. 
Borden’ will win seven seats in that prov- 
inee, making the Conservative representa- 
tion fifty-elght, as against fifty one at 
present.

|GROSSOUP SHADOWED 


LONG BY DETECTIVES 


For Years His Public and Private 
Acts Have Been Under Close 
Scrutiny, He Says, 


MAY CANCEL ‘RESIGNATION 


He Will Not Leave the Bench Under 
Pressure, He Declares—One Inves- 
tigator Has Disappeared.

CHICAGO, Ill, Sept: 20.—Judge Peter 5. 
Grosscup’s resignation’ from the “United 
States Circuit Court. of Appeals. was fol- 
lowed ‘to-day by reports that he had been 
shadowed for two or three years, not only 
by an ex-Secret Service operative called 
Lawrence Richie, but by at least two and 

possibly three other persons. The private 
and professional. Hfe of the Judge has 
been the subject of inquiry practically ever 
since his famous Standard Oi} decision. 
The purpose of the investigation has been 
revealed by but one of those who. have 
been shadowing him, and that man dis- 
appeared a month ago from a boarding 
house in Los Angeles, Cal.

The .bodies have evidently lain in the 
houses since Sunday night. 

The axe with which the deed was done 
was found yesterday by Mrs. J. R. Evans, 
who lives next door to the Waynes, at 742 
Hanson Place, and from. whom it was bor- 
rowed last week. It was standing outside 
the ‘Wayne door, covered with ‘blood, 
Mrs. Evans thought the family had béen 
killing chickens, and thought nothing of 
the incident until the discovery of. the 
bodies to-day. 

Mrs. June Ruth of 981 South Sierra 
Madre. Street, sister of the murdered Mrs. 
Burnham, .went to tne latter's house, at 
821 West Dale Street, in the rear of the 
Wayne home, to do some sewing, ac- 
companied by Miss Anna Merritt of 730 
Pine Street. The front door was locked, 
and the two women gained entrance by 
the rear door. On entering the front room 
they found the bedy of Mrs. Burnham 
lying covered in bed. Beside her, ore on 
each side, were the bodies of her two 
children with their heads similarly cut 
open with an axe.

Rushing to tne street, the women gave 
the alarm, and neighbors: flocked to the 
scene of the tragedy. Instinctively a 
dozen persons ran to the Wayne home, 
where no sign of life nad been seen since 
Sunday afternoon.

The court proceed- 
ings are merely a means ‘to an‘ end, 
and if the end be reached ‘under the 
Supervision of the court without a 
trial there can -be no objection. 

It is not necessary to apply to Wash- 
ington for.approval of such action. Al-

THE TRAFFIC POLICE. 

The traffic of this city is now badly 
handled by the police. It is not their 
fault.

- The 
three platoons law removes safeguards 
to which the oclty has grown accus- 
tomed, which are necessary to the lives 
of its dwellers.

AS BOUND WITH THEM. 

There is an appealing text in the 
Scriptures, which enjoins us to remem- 
ber those in bonds as bound with them.

The people cannot respond as 
they would have done to a direct ap- 
peal, They cannot experience confi- 
dence in the President on one ‘subject 
and distrust on another without the 
latter weakening: the former. ‘The re- 
sult, we fear, will be that he will 
wind up his long journey at Washing- 
ton with no greater strength to cope 
with the trying task of the Iong session 
than when he left the capital, and pos- 
sibly with: less. 








THE HORSE-FLESH CHARGES, 

if the packing company of Kearny, 
NN. J. that is accused by Dr. Harver 
W. Wiuryr's bureau, is convicted of 
preparing tthe carcasses. of horses as 
“beef” to be sold here and abroad, it 
will be guilty of a graver offense than 
fraud. Dr. Witty himself says. that 
horse meat should be-as good as that 
of any other domestic animal, if not 
better, since the “horse, unlike some 
other food animals, never feeds on any- 
thing unclean. In France and Ger~ 
many the outs of horse meat are 
regularly exposed for sale. But in this 
country it is not economically possible 
to butcher horses that are fit for food, 
and a dealer in their flesh is almost 
invariably a buyer of diseased and 
emaciated animals, or of those that 
have died otherwise than by slaugnter. 
The abundant evidence submitted by 
the Bureau’ of Chemistry tells of 
glandered and stiff blind nags, their 
every bone astare, brutes pained and 
dying or already dead, hauled into this 
establishment for pickling, canning, 
and making into sausages. 

We shall never become a Nation of 
hippophagists in this fashion. Men 
found guilty of the unspeakable busi- 
ness will find their prison penalties the 
least that-they will have to bear in 
the public condemnation of their prac- 
tices.

No sooner had Justice Swayze filed his 
order quast.ng tte Grand Jury than it 
was ‘umored'that Sher!ff Kelly, although 
his attitude s> far has Leen to treat the 
entire upheaval following his escapade of 
last Saturday night as a joke; was going 
to get out.a writ of certicrari to test the 
power of Supreme Court Justice Swayze to 
quash the jury. Sheriff Kelly would not 
discuss this rumor, but Corporation Attor- 
ney Fallon, who has been acting as the 
Sheriff's personal counsel, said that he 
had “heard something about such a course 
being pursued.”
